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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

For  the  last  two  years  we  mentioned  that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  is  addressing 
the  school-funding  problem.  As  you  know,  the  issue  is  not  resolved  yet.  Please  keep 
the  pressure  on  the  legislature  to  fix  this  problem  once  and  for  all.  We  did  see  our 
total  tax  rate  go  up  in  the  2001  tax  year.  This  increase  was  entirely  because  of  the 
incr^sed  school  appropriations. 

For  the  2002  budget  year,  we  expect  the  same  level  of  tax  relief  from  the  state,  and 
thus  we  have  kept  the  town  spending  (the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes)  at  a  level 
slightly  less  than  last  y^r's  budget.  Included  are  some  expenditures  for  items  that 
had  in  the  past  been  put  off.  We  anticipate  keeping  the  same  level  of  funding  for 
future  years,  as  long  as  the  legislature  continues  to  keep  the  education  funding  level 
up.  Unfortunately,  there  will  be  an  even  larger  increase  in  the  school  portion  of  our 
tax  rate  this  y^ir.  The  bulk  of  this  is  the  result  of  well  over  $2,000,000  increase  in  the 
Monadnock  School  District  budget  this  coming  y^r. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Selectmen  that  we  all  need  to  contact  our  Congressman,  Rep. 
Bass,  and  our  Senator,  Judd  Gregg,  to  take  a  hard  look  at  the  whole  federal  Special 
Ed  Program  to  make  improvements,  to  make  better  accounting  and  more  accurate 
coding,  and  refinements  to  cut  down  on  the  terrific  abuses  that  now  exist.  Secondly, 
we  should  seek  full  funding  of  the  federally  mandated  program. 

The  fire  department  has  asked  for  a  special  request  from  each  person  living  in  town: 

PLEASE  PUT  YOUR  HOUSE  NUMBER  IN  A  PROMINENT 
PLACE  ON  YOUR  HOUSE,  OR  NEAR  THE  DRIVEWAY 
ENTRANCE  IF  THE  NUMBER  WOULD  NOT  BE  EASILY 
VISABLE  FROM  THE  ROAD. 

THIS  IS  VERY  IMPORTANT  WHEN  THEY  NEED  TO  FIND 
YOUR  HOME  IN  AN  EMERGENCY,  ESPECIALLY  AT  NIGHT. 

We  are  still  investigating  a  very  reasonable  solution  to  the  potential  se/verage 
problems  in  the  village.  Early  estimates  indicate  that  the  total  installed  cost  will  be  Va 
to  1/3  of  the  original  system  proposed  and  yearly  operational  costs  will  be  only  a 
fraction  of  what  the  first  proposed  system  would  cost.  The  potential  looks  very 
hopeful  to  us  at  this  time. 

Unfortunately  we  have  seen  two  of  our  very  capable  elected  officials  resign  this  year. 
Norm  Houle,  Selectman  -  Norm  gave  some  other  outiooks  to  our  board  and  some  of 
his  ideas  are  working  their  way  into  the  way  the  Town  runs. 
Susan  Commoss,  Town  Clerk  -  Sue  loved  the  job  and  did  a  superb  job. 
Unfortunately  for  Sue,  she  has  encountered  a  very  serious  health  status,  which  made 
it  almost  impossible  to  do  her  job.  She  put  on  a  very  courageous  front  for  several 
months  until  she  finally  had  to  resign.

Librarian's  Report  -  2001 

Total  circulation  for  2001  was  2386  materials  borrowed,  1393  adult  and  993  juvenile . 
Persons  borrowing  books  for  the  year  2001  totaled  427.  This  Included  3309  adults 
and  118  juveniles. 

There  have  been  250  books  added  to  our  shelves  this  year.  Most  of  these  were  n&N 
purchases  although  many  were  donations,  for  which  we  are  most  thankful.  Included 
are  books  on  gardening,  animals,  birds,  health,  death,  biographies,  quilting,  cooking, 
numerous  mysteries,  romances  and  general  adult  fiction  and  juvenile  fiction  and  non 
fiction.  Keep  in  mind  that  we  can  get  books  for  you  that  Gilsum  does  not  own  through 
the  interiibrary  loan  process. 

The  library  subscribes  to  18  magazines  and  receives  monthly  donations  of  others. 
We  have  a  varied  video  collection  and  a  small  and  growing  audio  book  collection. 

The  library  continues  to  serve  as  a  base  for  the  free  blood  pressure  clinics  and  flu 
shot  clinic.  These  services  are  held  on  the  last  Monday  of  the  months  of  January, 
April,  July  and  October, 

Gilsum  village  history  maps,  local  area  mine  maps,  Gilsum  postcards,  Gilsum 
cookbooks,  New  Hampshire  mine  and  mineral  books,  and  the  reprinted  Gilsum 
History  are  offered  for  purchase  at  the  Library.  Photocopying  service  is  also  available 
for  a  small  fee.  Children's  programs  include  the  weekly  story  time  presented  by  Judy 
Malott  for  preschoolers  on  Wednesday  mornings  10:00-10:30  and  the  summer 
raiding  program  for  elementary-aged  children.  This  is  held  during  the  months  of  July 
and  August. 

The  Gilsum  Public  Library  is  a  special  resource  for  all  town  residents.  If  you  havent 
been  lately,  why  not  stop  by?

The  purpose  of  the  change  is  to 
maintain  the  rural  character  of  the  district,  and  minimize  impacts  on  town  roads  by 
directing  heavy  traffic  to  the  state  highways? 

Amendment  #1  Passed  109  to  54. 

3.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  #2  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Gilsum  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

To  aHow  wireless  Telecommunications  FacMies  in  all  districts  (rather  than 
only  in  the  Rural  Residential  district)  subject  to  the  condkions  of  Article 
VII,  H.,  and  SHe  Plan  Review  by  the  Planning  Board,  provided  that  all 
efforts  are  made  to  cSsguise,  camouflage  or  hide  them? 

Amendment  #2  Passed  1 15  to  44. 

Moderator  Ernest  Peter  called  the  business  meeting  to  order  in  the  TOWN  HALL  at  7:40  PIVI. 

The  meeting  began  with  a  moment  of  silent  prayer  followed  by  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance  to  the  flag  led  by  three  local  Boy  Scouts:  Justin  Ware,  Clark  Husted  and 
Shane  Bell.  Moderator  Peter  suggested  we  place  Articles  1  &  3  on  the  floor  at  the 
same  time;  his  suggestion  was  accepted  by  a  show  of  hands  61  to  13. 

1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  convey  to  the  Gilsum  Historical  Society  the  Town 
Hall  and  old  fire  station  together  with  land  identified  as  Map  407,  Lot  114,  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  a  deed  and  any  other  documentation  necessary 
to  complete  the  transfer;  and  further  to  appropriate  and  to  convey  to  the  Gilsum 
Historical  Society  an  amount  not  o  exceed  $21,000,  which  represents  the  balance  in 
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(Town  Meeting  Minutes  Continued) 
the  Town  Hall  Capital  Reserve  Fund  so  that  they  nnay  seek  matching  grants  for 
restoring  the  Town  Hall.  If  this  article  fails,  article  2  will  be  passed  over,  and  the 
special  Town  Hall  Committee  established  last  year  is  charged  to  seek  a  qualified 
contractor  to  Identify  the  necessary  repairs  to  bring  the  building  into  full  compliance 
with  all  applicable  codes  necessary  for  a  building  usage  as  a  public  place  of 
assembly,  including  ADA,  Life  Safety,  NEC,  BOCA  Building  Codes,  and  NH  energy 
codes,  and  to  establish  itemized  cost  estimates,  and  to  bring  them  to  the  selectmen 
by  January  1 ,  2002  so  that  the  selectmen  may  include  the  necessary  information  in  a 
warrant  article(s)  for  the  2002  Town  Meeting. 

Article  1  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Charles  Johnson  and  seconded  by  Helen 
Livingston.  Following  much  discussion.  Article  1  Passed  44  to  43  (ballot  vote). 

Without  further  discussion.  Article  3  was  voted  on  immediately  following  Article  1 . 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Town  Hall  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
established  in  1970.  Said  funds,  with  accumulated  interest  to  date  of  withdrawal,  are 
to  be  transferred  to  the  municipality's  general  fund. 

Article  2  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Helen  Livingston  and  seconded  by  Fred  Hughes. 
Following  much  discussion,  Article  was  approved  by  a  majority  show  of  hands. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a 
standing  advisory  committee  to  manage  the  renovation  and  maintenance  of  the 
Gilsum  Historic  Town  Hall  and  old  Fire  Station  and  prepare  a  long-range  plan  for 
completing  said  work,  consistent  with  safety,  legal  and  preservation  requirements  and 
identify  methods  and  sources  of  funding.  The  committee  will  be  authorized  to 
prepare  and  submit  applications  for  grants  and  other  sources  of  funding,  and  further 
to  accept  monetary  donations,  arrange  fund-raising  events,  and  accept  in-kind 
contributions  and  volunteer  efforts.  Further  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  agents  to  manage  the  disbursement  of  money  from  the 
Town  Hall  Capital  Reserve  Fund  solely  for  the  purpose  of  renovating  and  preserving 
the  Gilsum  Historic  Town  Hall.

The  department  applied  for  two  grants  in  2001  that  wDuld  have  allowed  us  to 
acquire  two  special  nozzles  for  10  %  of  their  cost  and  a  built  in  foam  system 
for  50  %  of  the  cost.  We  were  not  successful  in  the  year  2001 ,  but  we  will 
continue  to  apply  for  various  grants  when  they  become  available. 

Through  the  efforts  of  members  of  the  department,  we  were  able  to  obtain  a 
power  cut  off  saw,  sand  bags  and  items  for  a  water  source  at  no  cost  to  the 
taxpayers  of  the  town. 

In  addition  to  working  on  a  number  of  projects  in  and  around  the  station,  the 
members  of  the  department  have  started  a  survey  of  the  town  looking  for 
potential  problem  areas  such  as  long  narrow  driveways  or  roads  that  could 
make  it  difficult  for  the  department  to  respond,  especially  in  the  winter.  This 
survey  will  help  the  department  in  planning  it's  response  as  well  as  present 
and  future  equipment  needs. 

While  conducting  the  survey,  we  noticed  that  not  all  houses  or  driveways 
were  marked  with  the  91 1  street  numbers. 

This  system  is  designed  to  assist  us  in  locating  you  in  an  ememency. 
If  you  have  not  done  so,  please  put  up  your  street  number  in  an  area 
where  it  can  be  seen  from  the  street.  This  will  help  us  a  great  deal.

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Ashuelot  River  Local  Advisory  Committee  2001  Annual  Report 

Washington,  Lempster,  Marlow,  Gilsum,  Sullivan,  Surry,  Swanzey,  Winchester,  Hinsdale 

The  LAC  successfully  completed  the  first  season  of  a  new  volunteer  water  quality 
monitoring  program  for  the  Ashuelot  main  stem.  LAC  members,  Monadnock  Sierra 
Club  members  and  other  residents  collected  river  water  samples  four  times  during 
the  summer  and  conducted  testing  of  chemical  and  biological  characteristics.  This  is 
the  beginning  of  what  is  planned  to  be  a  long-term  monitoring  project  to  protect  the 
health  of  the  River  and  all  those  who  enjoy  it. 

The  Ashuelot  River  LAC  finalized  two  publications  for  use  by  municipal  officials, 
educators  and  the  general  public:  the  Ashuelot  River  Corridor  Management  Plan  and 
The  Atlas  of  the  Ashuelot  River.  These  documents  will  be  distributed  early  in  2002. 

The  LAC  reviewed  and  commented  on  nine  applications  for  NH  Wetlands  Permits 
during  2001  and  two  applications  for  Site  Specific  Permits.  The  LAC  exercises  a 
role  in  this  process  of  ensuring  attention  to  basic  environmental  issues,  particularly 
relationsliips  between  site-specific  activity  and  off-site  conditions,  such  as  down- 
stream effects  on  water  quality  or  hydrology  and  impacts  on  wildlife  movements. 

The  Ashuelot  River  presently  has  12  dams,  four  of  which  generate  power  to  the  grid 
During  2001  proposals  to  breach  three  dams  were  deliberated  locally  and  statewide. 
Motivation  for  dam  removal  includes  relieving  owners  of  the  burden  of  maintenance, 
and  restoration  of  stream  ecology.  The  Ashuelot  River  is  part  of  the  Connecticut 
River  anadromous  fish  restoration  efforts  and  of  particular  interest  to  NH  Fish  & 
Game  for  shad,  herring  and  eel  production.  The  LAC  continued  to  participate  in  the 
NH  River  Restoration  Task  Force,  a  coalition  of  private  and  government  agencies  to 
better  understand  the  research  and  public  involvement  needs  regarding  proposals  to 
breach  or  remove  dams.  In  2001,  the  destruction  plans  for  the  dam  in  downtown 
Winchester  neared  completion,  the  McGoldrick  Dam  in  Hinsdale  (formerly  the  G.E. 
Robertson  Dam)  was  removed,  and  deliberations  about  the  Homestead  Dam  in  West 
Swanzey  continue.  The  LAC  advocates  a  public  process  by  which  decisions  about 
breacliing  dams  can  be  made  based  on  comprehensive  envirotmiental  review, 
including  community  considerations. 

The  LAC  continues  to  inform  itself  on  issues  affecting  the  Ashuelot  River  and  the 
watershed,  and  participates  in  discussions  locally  and  statewide  as  advocates  for  the 
River  and  its  communities.  The  Ashuelot  River  LAC  meets  the  evening  of  the  tliird 
Tuesday  of  each  month  in  the  Keene  Public  Library.  For  infomiation  contact  the 
Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission.
